SxtHhe carcasses washed up 
in M o d co earfy in the year. The 


strandings continued as the 
migration moved northward: 37 
dead in California, 24 in 
Washington and Oregon, seven 
in British Columbia, 22 in 
Alaska. Last year 80 whales 
washed ashore. 

Furthermore, the number of 
whales washing ashore repre- 
sents only a fraction of the actu- 
al deoih^ estimated to be 800 
this year. Ocean currents, wind 
and other factors determine 
whether a carcass mokes it to a 
beach. - 


Evidence suggests the whales 
arc starving: TheyVe washed up 
emaciated, some having wan- 
dered off course into inlets r»ifw 
Puget Sound and San Francisco 
Bay. Many of the dead were 
adult females, more susceptible 
than moles to malnutrition. 

“Nobody knows for sure" why 
the whales are dying, said Joe 
Cordaro, a wildlife bi^ogist for 
the National Marine Fisheries 
Service in Long Beach,

Saentists discovered the most 
••imazing thing about the rocks the 
ApoUo-astronauK brought home' 
from the moon: they originally 
came from Earth. 

AVhen researchers unlocked the 
secrets of the complex geology 
diemistry of the moon rocks, 
th^ began revealing the cosmi- 
cafly jolting story of the moon’s 
ongms, a tale that has become 
increasingly clear over the three 
decades of lunar research that fol- 
lowed. 

Starting with clues in those 
stones, scientists have come to 
bdieve that the moon was formed 
when an objea the size of Mars 
smashed into the Earth, blowing

The hundreds of visitors to the Albion 
Historical Museum have adnee for 
Cassia County and tlie city of AJbion. 
These visitors come from all over 
America and foreign countries, the latest 
ones from Florida. New York and 
London. Tlie campus situ catches tlie eye 
and curiosity of many passing through. 
Others come deliberately to leam about 
Albion State Normal, later named 
Southern Idaho College of Education, 
and their families who attended. 

“What a beautiful setting.” they say. 
The oivncrs should have more pride in 
oringforit is echoed by many. Albion 
has a "gold mine" of history, and the her- 
itage should be protected. 

Settlers began in the vaUcy in.l868. 

— I^tmvn oLiiMarKh Biisin" was orga- 

ri^d In 1875. Frciglit wagons rolled 
through on their way to Boi.se and 
wegon. Some got stuck in the mud and 
dedded to stay, such as Andrew 
Burttrom, starting his own Store. Marsh ' ‘ 
Basin, later named Albion, was the 
“home station” for the stage and mail 
route in 1878 after being changed from 
the City of Rocks station on the old 
“Kelton Read." 

^ssla County was formed in 1879, and 
Albion made the county scat due to the 
efforts of territoo’ legislators living in 
Albion and Oakley. In 1893, state Icdsla- 
tors living in AJbion and Oakley con- 
vinced the newly formed state of Idaho 
to establish one of the normal schools 
(teacher colleges) in Albion. At the muse- 
um, you get to learn the tntc story of the 
college. 


Vi.sitors from afiir w-ant to know die his- 
tory and enjoy the peaceful setting. 
Sliould ivc not be cuiineous and consider- 
ate to our nciglibors? Local governments 
push pnvate mvners to "cleanup” and

TIic city of 
Albion \riih small means sliould not have 
taken the campus when the state offered 
It. Tlie Slate of Idaho should have been 
held accountable to uphold that ponton 
of the "Nonnal Sdiool Fund” for the 
maintenance of the campus. 

Tlie city of Albion should have conven- 
ed a building or pan of one for a city 
function or office. Tliey should have let 
—JocaJ organizations use and be responsl-— 
hie for each building. As it is now, only 
vandals from throu^iout the county have 
full rein of the buildlngis, 

They should have taken care of the 
grounds ss much as they would any other 
dty<punty property. Even though the 
buildings arc in disrepair, making the 
pounds attractive is not ^>yond achiev- 
ing. The campus can provide enjoyable 
walking paths. 

I encourage "the people" to attend 
government meetings reminding officials 
to uphold city<ounty pride and band 
together toward this adiievement.

I wa.s camping with friends. I went fora 
ixtst-midniglu walk along the shore and 
stopped to wnidi the moon as it broke 
ihrougli a gap in the cloud.s. 

Tlie new-s had come a few hours earli- 
er about Armstrong’s "giant leap.” 
Standing there on the beach. I thought 
of Armstrong and Buzz Mdrin camped, 

I as It were, a quarter of a million miles 
away on the Sea of Tranquillity. 

I tried to imagine what it must be like 
to STO Earth floating like some briglii 
Oinsimas ornament against the black 
rackdrop of the cosmos. Beyond those ' 
'fleeti^scconds‘ofcnipalIiy7Iiowever^ 

no epiphany came my way. 

Chalk it up to adolescent scirabsor^v 
tion (or maybe the absorption of bt-cr). 

Yet as I walked back to the distant 
campfire, I looked dotvn the ^ach to see 
the lapping water erasing the line of my 
footprmts, extinguishing the evidence of 
my passage. 

1 looked up at the moon again and 
shivered, as though touched by a cold 
hand. 

Philosophy teaches that what some-

thing once meant is not necessarily what 
It comes to mean. Remembering that 
long^go evening, I think that dictum 
applies to the moon landing. 

Back in 1969, at the height of the Cold 
War, the success of the Apollo 11 mis- 
sion was seen as a triumph of American 
technological prowess, a show of the 
superiority of AVestern democracy 
through technology. 

But three years later, the Apollo pro- 
gram came to an end with Apollo 17, the 
sixth and final lunar landing. 

After Apollo 11, it was widely 
assumed that America would soon build 
a permanent space station. Then would 
come a moon colony and, by the end of 
the century, humankind would be on its 
>vay to Mars. 

Tliese tilings didn’t happen. 

Sure, we continue to dabble at the 
edge of die cosmic ocean. There’s the 
sliuttle program, the Hubble space tele- 
scope and die Pathfinder mission that 
put a little robotic rover on Mars. 

But with all due apologies to the shut- 

deastronauts, these are cssendally 

, machine events, high-tech liappcnings 

that appeal to the specialists, not die 
kind of feats that make a society dream 
of far shores and endless horizons. 

Why did we not go on? How was the 
momentum of Apollo 11 lost? 

Several reasons quickly come to mind; 
NASA budget cuts, the short- sighied- 
ncss of politidans, a public grown jaded. 
“Been there, done that. Wliat’s next?” 

But I think there’s another, deeper 
reason. Somehow, in the wake of the 
moon landings, humankind lost its coj- 
Iccdve courage.

P rotectionist fever has 
taken a virulent new 
turn in America’s oil 
patch. For years, some 
of the smaller U.S. 
crude oU producers have lobbied 
Congress to pass an “oil import 
fec’j’ - a protective tariff - 
against all foreign oil producers. 
This legislative strategy has 
foUed in every Congress. 

Now a small group of 
Oklahoma oil producers has 
taken a new approach. 

These oil men recently filed a 
complaint with the U.S. 
pepartment of Commercte, alleg- 
ing that three of America’s top 
four suppLcrs of foreign oil - 
Venezuria, Sau^ Arabia and 
Mexico -have "dumped” oil iii 

the U.S. marketplace. (Iraq, a 

smaller supplier, is al^ listed on 
the complainL) 

■In other words, the Oklahoma 
oil men accuse those nations of 
selling their oil for less than their 
production costs or their domes- 
tic prices. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Energy, 

Venezuela supplies die United 
States with over 16.5 percent of 
its imported oil, while Saudi 
Arabia accounts for 14.6 percent, 
Mexico 12.4 percent and Iraq 6.6 
percent. 

Thus, if the complaint suc- 
crods, over half of imported U.S. 
oil will be subjected to new tar- 
iffs. These coidd range from 33 
percent to 177 percent above

Investors Business Daily.

oil prices into the sky os well as

TWIN FALLS - Have fun in 
the sun. but be careful. Heat 
exhaustion and sunstroke can 
happen when it’s moderately hot 
as weff as when temperatures 
sizzle. 

“It’s moro common the hi^er 
the temperature, but Pve seen 
problems in the 
mid-80s,” said Dr. Kevin Kraal, 
emergency room physician at 
Magic VoUey Regional Medical 
«nter. “It depends on the con- 
oinon of the person, how much 
work they’re performing and 
how well they stay hydrated.’’ 
Kraal said heat exhaustion 
imd sunstroke are graded terms. 

It s a matter of degree: The for- 
mer IS simply a mild form of the 
latter. 

If someone begins to suffer 
effects of the heat, Kraal said 
the first thing you notice is chat 
he appears lethargic, often con- 
fused and has dry skin. At first, 
he would look red, but when a 
person is suffering sunstroke, he 
Is usually pale and in a mild 
degree of shock. 

At that point medical assis- 
tance is definitely needed. 

“If Aey’re alert, but just feel 
really hot and do’ - but mentally 
clear, the first thing to do is to 
get them out of the heat and in 
the shode or in a cool building 
and start to give them fluids." he 
said. 

While alcohol and caffeine- 
containing beverages do 
hydrate, they do so slowly, and 
they have a diuretic effect. Kraal 
said the best thing to give for 
heat-related emergencies is 
water or a sports drink.
